Government is pleased to direct that the levy of 
fees in Government and Government aided Hospitals , 
except in T. B., Leprosy and Mental Hospitals and 
Primary Health Centres, Rural Dispensaries , M.C.W. 
Centres etc., of the Union Territory of Goa , Daman 
and Diu shall be governed by the following Rules : 

Treatment in T. B. and Leprosy Hospitals and Pri 
mary Health Centres , Rural Dispensaries , M. C. W. 
Centres etc., will be free for all the patients irres 
pective of their income. Treatment in the Mental 
Hospital, Panaji will be governed as per the fees 
prescribed in the Goa , Daman and Diu , Lunacy 
Rules , 1974 . 

These Rules shall come into force with effect from 
the date of their publication in Official Gazette and 
shall supersede all other previous Rules in this 
behalf .

Rule 1 - FREE TREATMENT 


CDB /Coop / 1366 / 77-78 
Whereas the term of office of the present Board 
of Directors of the Goa , Daman and Diu Cooperative 
Fisheries Federation Ltd., Panaji, constituted under 
Govt. Notification No. CDB /Coop / 1366 / 71-72 dated 
29-1-73 has expired with effect from 27-1-1978 . 

And Whereas there is no likelihood of constituting 
a new Board in accordance with bye -laws in the 
near future for want of eligible and qualified 
members . 

And Whereas provision has to be made for con 
tinuing the said Federation . 

Now , Therefore , the Administrator of Goa , Daman 
and Diu in exercise of the powers vested in him 
under section 157 of the Maharastra Cooperative 
Societies Act, 1960 as applied to the Union territory 
of Goa , Daman and Diu hereby exempts the Goa , 
Daman and Diu Cooperative Fisheries Federation 
Ltd., Panaji from the operation of the following 
proviso of sub - section ( 1 ) of section 78 of the said 
Act namely : 

" after giving the committee an opportunity 
of stating its objections ( if any ) , within 15 days 


The following categories of persons will be treated 
free both as out- patients and in -patients : 

i) Patients attending the out- patients depart 
ments provided the income of these patients is 
Rs. 600 / - or less . 

ii ) Government servants and members of 
their families . 

iii ) Non -Medical staff serving in Government 
Hospitals and their families . 

iv ) All Medical, Para -Medical, Pharmacy and 
Nursing Students of Government Institutions . 

v ) Person detained by orders of Magistrates . 
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will be admitted as in - patients and fees will be 
charged as per the schedules I to II and Appen 
dices I to IV . 


Rule 3 - EMPLOYEES IN MINES AND 

QUARRIES 


vi) under trial prisoners and persons sent for 
treatment in Medico - legal cases. 

vii ) Political sufferers, Freedom Fighters and 
the members of their families . 

· viii ) Employees of State Social Welfare Advi 
sory Board and Family and Child Welfare Pro 
ject and members of their families . 

ix ) V. I. Ps such as Lt. Governor, Chief Mi 
nister , Council 

Council of Ministers , Speaker, Dy . 
Speaker , MPs., Leader of Opposition , M.L. As., 
Chief Secretary and Judicial Commissioner and 
their families as well as equivalent dignitaries 
in the Government of India and States , and 
their families . 

x ) The journalists working in Goa , Daman 
and Diu and their dependents subject to pro 
duction of accreditation card issued by the 
Director of Information . 


(i) Employees in Mines , Quarries, Mills , Factories, 
Port Trust, and other private aná public firms etc. 
when attending Government Hospitals at their own 
instances will be regarded as members of the General 
Public for all purposes of these Rulés . 

( ii ) If however , the above employees come to the 
Government or Government aided hospitals for 
treatment at the instance of their employees, the 
charges will be made according to the rates laid 
down in Schedule I and II and Appendices I to IV . 


Rule 4 - MODE OF PAYMENT 


Note 1. - Family means for the purpose of 
this rule , wife or husband , parents , unmarried 
sisters and brothers below the age of 18 if resi 
ding with him /her and wholly dependent on 
him /her, children wholly dependent and step 
children . 


Note 2. --The requisite certificate for the 
purpose of clause (vii ) of this rule will be given 
by the Political Sufferer / Freedom Fighters 
Board . 


Note 3. - Patients falling under Category I 
shall produce income certificate from the Sar 
panch , Mamlatdar or other competent Revenue 
Authority at the time of their admission or 
within two days from the dates of their ad 
mission in the hospitals . 


( i) Daily room rent shall be payable weekly in 
advance. An advance for the first week shall be 
collected before admission in special rooms except 
in serious cases in respect of which the advance 
shall be collected soon after admission . 

( ii ) The fees for the investigations and treatment 
will be payable in advance . After seeing the receipt 
the concerned Physician / Surgeon will issue the re 
quisition forms for investigations or resort the pres 
cribed treatment. 

(iii ) It is not necessary to collect the advance in 
respect of cases falling under Rule 3 ( ii ) provided 
that the employers concerned give a written under 
taking to pay whatever charges claimed by the 
hospital authorities in accordance with these Rules . 

( iv ) Persons belonging to Class II and III and 
those persons admitted in private or Special Ward 
will be required to fill the forms of declaration , the 
specimen of which is appended to the Schedule II . 

( v ) For the purpose of calculation , the day of 
admission into the Hospital and the day of discharge 
or death will be taken together and counted as one 
day . 

(vi) If a patient is discharged or dies on the same 
day of admission , fees will be charged for one day . 


Rule 2 - CLASSIFICATION 


Others applying for medical relief will be divided 
into following three categories according to their 
family income and will be charged free at the rates 
prescribed in schedules I and II and Appendices I 
to IV appended to these rules : - 

Category I. -- Persons whose family income is 
Rs. 600 / - per month or less . 

Category II . -- Persons whose family income 
is between Rs. 600 / - to Rs. 1200 / - p . m . 

Category III. - Persons whose family income 
is Rs. 1200 / - p . m . or above . 


Note 1. — Pay begins at 12.00 O clock midnight 
for the purpose of para (v ) above . 

( vii) Bills of patients should be finalised and 
balance payment be collected on the day of discharge 
or death except in respect of cases falling under 
Rule 3 ( ii) . 


Note . 1 - Family income is arrived at the 
adding the income of the head of family his wife 
and his children (and their spouses ) living with 
them . 


Rule 5 - SPECIAL NURSING 

The special Nursing will be a matter of arrange 
ment by the patient subject to the approval of the 
hospital authorities . 


Rule 6 -- REFUND OF FEES 


Note 2. — In case of salaried persons the 
charges will be calculated with reference to 
monthly rate of salary during the period of 
treatment. In other cases the charges will be 
calculated on the average income received 
during the 12 months preceding the month of 
admission in the hospital by the patients or 
the person responsible for the payment of 
charges . 

Note 3. — In case of emergencies i.e. acci 
dents, poisoning , burns, sudden illness etc., they 


Incharge of the Hospital or any other competent 
authority is authorised to refund a portion or the 
whole of the fees in case the fees have been recovered 
erroneously from the patient who is exempted from 
the payment of or in excess of the rates laid down 
in these Rules . 

In such cases the incharge of the hospital or the 
competent authority shall make an order in writing 
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hospital or as soon as possible thereafter to make a written 
declaration of his income in the following form : - 


stating the reasons necessitating the refund and shall 
ensure that these orders are preserved carefully and 
available for inspection at any time. 

Note 1.- Patients desiring to have a remission 
of part or whole of their fees under these rules shall 
apply to the incharge of the hospital stating the 
reasons thereto and quoting their cases , references 
and other relevant details and the decision of the 
incharge of the Hospital shall be final and binding in 
this regard .

And Whereas it was represented to the Election 
Commission by a section or group of the party led 
by S / Shri Victor W.Kaping , N. Pauheu and Y. Shaiza 
that all the 12 members of the existing Manipur 
Legislative Assembly who were returned to the said 
Assembly on the ticket of the Manipur Hills Union 
i. e. the originally recognised party , had joined the 
Indian National Congress , that the Manipur Hills 
Union had at no time merged with the Manipur Hills 
-Plain Union , and as such the party had ceased to 
exist ; 


And Whereas both the groups have again not 
responded to the said letters of 11/12 January, 1978 
and have not filed or submitted any statements or 
documents to substantiate their respective claims, 


until now ; 


And Whereas another rival group or section of the 
party led by S / Shri A. Daiho and L. Solomon had 
set up a counter - claim that the party continued to 
exist as a separate party and maintain its indepen 
dent entity and not merged with the Indian National 
Congress ; 

And whereas the Commission was satisfied on 
information in its possession that there were two 
rival groups or sections of the party each of whom 
claimed to be that party and that a dispute had 
arisen in terms of paragraph 15 of the Election 
Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order , 1968 
for determination by the Commission ; 

And Whereas the Commission , by its notification 
No. 56 / 77 - Vol. III, dated 10 February, 1977 pu 
blished in the Gazette of India and the Manipur 
Gazette , withdrew the symbol “ Lion ” reserved for 
the party , pending decision in the matter ;
